of two soldiers w ere 
found 
at 
the 
southw estern edge of town 
by 
Wil­ 
liam IL Johns, w ho is engaged in do­ 
ing some work about his property on 
Steinw ehr avenue extended. 
The re­ 
mains are evidently 
those 
Union men. 
The discovery w a s 
made 
Johns while he w as digging 
to lay a w ater pipe. The larger bones 
were found, the lim bs of both 
sold­ 
iers being fairly well preserved. 
The 
boots of the 
one 
were 
still ' there 
though the toes w ere 
missing, 
evi­ 
dently cut off by a plough. 
The land 
has been cultivated for years and why 
the bones were n o t turned up before 
is hard to understand. 
W ith the bones were found part of 
an old arm y hat, a 
number of teeth, 
and a brass button , 
indicating 
that 
one of the men belonged to a Union 
command. No m oney and no personal 
effects w’ere found with the bones. 
The find w as m ade 
on 
Mr. Johns’ 
land close ».o the 
orchard on the Ed­ 
ward 
Thom as 
place. 
According 
to 
what can be learned by inquiry this is 
the first indication of any bodies hav­ 
ing been left th e re 
after the battle. 
The last twelve m onths have resulted 
in uncovering a num ber of 
bodies at 
various places on the field 
and 
tho 
occurrence is likely to 
happen many 
more limes.

AUTO ACCIDENT 


KILLED MANY CATTLE 


Sixty Four H ead of Stock Slaughter­ 
ed near Em m itsburg. 


Wife of Taneytown Minister Thrown 
out on Battlefitld Avenue, 


Thirty tw o c a ttle and 
thirty 
two 
hogs were slain to-day on ihe farm of 
Mrs. Mary M. F u ss, 
near 
Em m its­ 
burg, where the hoof 
and mouth di­ 
sease w'as found. Fifteen men were re­ 
quired to dig th e ditch in 
which the 
animals w’ere buried. 
On account of 
rock being encountered the 
work 
of 
digging was very slow. 
Except for preventing 
the further 
spread of the contagion it 
seemed 
a 
pity to kill the stock. The sick cattle 
had been kept in 
the 
barn, 
showed 
signs of im provem ent, and were able 
lo eat. The cattle that were 
not 
in­ 
fected w’ere kept in 
the 
fields 
and 
showed no signs of the disease. 


The horses on the 
farm have been 
carefully attended to, the hoofs being 
disinfected. 
A fter 
the killing of the 
live stock the prem ises w’ill be fum i­ 
gated and disinfected to 
prevent the 
fu rth er spread of the 
disease am ong 
other cattle th a t m ight 
be 
brought 
there later. 


Signs have been posted 
along tho 
roads in that vicinity, 
w arning per­ 
sons not to drive cattle over the roads 
because of the outbreak 
of 
the 
d i­ 
sease in th a t neighborhood. 
It 
was 
stated a t the F u ss home that 
no 
in­ 
structions had been triven the family 
as to a quarantine of the members of 
the household. No Federal or State in­ 
spectors have been on the 
place for 
some days. 


Four herds of cattle 
were killed iii 
the York-Adams 
district on Monday, 
one in Adams County, and 
three 
in 
E ast Hopewell township, York Coun­ 
ty. The herd in Adam s county contain­ 
ed 32 head and belonged 
to 
Charles 
Diehl. There are three more herds to 
be killed in Adam s county by Dr. Met- 
tenling. 


Of the 31 herds reported

When the machine

Reports to the S tate 
Game 
Com­ 
mission regarding the killing of deer 
indicate that there will be more killed 
this year than for several years past. 
Some of the hunters, through ignor­ 
ance or by 
accident, 
have 
killed 
a 
num ber of does, and thus far fifteen 
have been reported. The evidence con­ 
cerning who did the 
killing is being 
gathered and a fine of $100 placed on 
each violator of the law. 
There 
are 
plenty of buck deer in the forests and 
killing of a doe or fawn 
is 
inexcus­ 
able. 
Two 
dead 
does 
w ere 
found 
by 
Ranger Carbaugh. One w as discover­ 
ed already dressed and hung up on a 
tree near the new S ta te 
steel obser­ 
vation tow’er on Piney mountain. The 
liver had been taken aw ay. The other 
doe w’as found in the vicinity of Scot­ 
land. 
Dr. D. I.. Palmer, 
a 
Philadelphia 
dentist, shot a 
200 
pound 
deer 
on 
Piney mountain ridge 
in 
the 
Cale­ 
donia section, Saturday. 
Clark Sproul, Greenwood, killed 
a

WOOD ASHES FOR THE FARM 


A Valuable Fertilizing Material That 
Ie Often Neglected. 
fPrepared by the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture.J 
It probably occurs ti* few farmers 
that It would be worth their while to 
save their wood ashes and return to 
tile land a considerable am ount of val 
liable fertilizing material, yet there 
is no reason why this cannot be done 
with a very small expenditure of care 
aud labor. 
It is not. of course, to be ex pet-ted 
that the average farm household will 
accum ulate enough ashes to take the 
place of the im|K>rted potash which has 
hitherto played such an important part 
in fertilizing American land and the 
supply of which has now been proc 
ticalljr cut off by the European war 
Nevertheless It Is quite certain that 
a bushel of wood ashes has sufficient 
fertilizing value to make its preserve

tlon well worth while. The ashes ma) 
be applied us a top dressing to gras- 
land and to pastures, where they fos 
te r the growth of clover aud des ira bo 
grasses, aiding them to crowd out In 
' ferior kinds aud weeds. 
For corn and 
roots ashes are also helpful, but be 
cause of their lime content they un 
not so good for |K>tatocs. 
| 
It is essential, however, that tin 
farm er do not penult his ashes to 
leacli. 
In many households It has boca 
custom ary In the past for holist* wive* 
to save the ashes and leach out the 
potash for use iii making soul*. 
Obvi 
ously lf the iKitasi* ta leached out tin 
ashes have lost their chief usefulness 
to the laud. 
For agricultural purposes the ashes 
from different species of trees vary 
considerably In value. 
Thus the ashes 
from such soft woods as pine contain 
less phosphorus and potash than those 
from the harder woods, like oak. elm 
maple nnd hickory. 
The ashes of 
tw igs and small branches are also 
w orth more than the yield from heart 
wood taken from tile middle of nu old 
tree. 
In general It may be said that 
th e smaller and younger the wood that 
Is b u rn«l the better the ashes. 
This means that by bestowing a lit 
tie care upon his wood lot the farmer 
con obtain for himself the fuel that 
will be most useful to him. while at 
the same time Its removal benefits In­ 
stead of Injuring Ids woods. 
It is of 
ten the case that very little, lf any 
dlscrimbi itlori Is used when cutting 
dow n the trees for fuel. 
More judg 
m ent In this re>q>eot would actually 
benefit the timber th a t Is left standing. 
w hile supplying the household with all 
th e wood that It needs. 
Again. It Is 
sheer extravagance to allow stock t«» 
pasture in woods. 
They destroy nnd 
retard young growth, pack down the 
soil and expose the roots of the tr»-*s 
By taking eave of bls trees na he wold I 
o f o u r other crop the farm er In the en I 
will gain much more than by allowing 
cattle and oilier stock to feed U|x»n it 
a t will. 


Mature Corn For Ensilage.
